IV. The attention of all common carriers, railway and water trans- 
portation companies operating in Florida is directed to section 771, 
Eevised Statutes of Florida, and they are hereby required to refuse to 
accept for transportation into Florida from yellow fever infected points 
in Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisiana, any bedding which has been 
used and household goods (not new). AH baggage from New Orleans, 
Mobile and other infected points in the same latitude shall be refused 
transportation into Florida until said baggage (viz, trunks, valises, 
chests, and boxes containing clothing and wearing apparel) shall have 
been disinfected and bear a certificate of such disinfection from United 
States, State or city health authority.

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colored. Only 1 death, a colored woman. There are now only 8 sick, 
the remainder well or in convalescent camp. The disease was brought 
here by a negro from Atlanta, Ga.
